ORE TRAMPLED INTO PUDDLES

It was at Pachaca, Mexico, that the 


patio system of separating silver had 
ita origin. This oystesh Is 81)11 fol- 
lowed. eitonalvely at the silver mines 
througbout Mexioc. The ore is crushed 
and. worked down to a state of pud- 
dle. It is thon spread out to a depth 
of two or three foet over the pavod 
floor of tho courtyird, or patio. To 
this mass sulphate o? copper is added 
in powder, about fifteen pounds of sul- 
phate to three thousand pounds of 
puddle. This is trodden into the pud- 
dle by horsefi. Several i;tmgs of old, 
worn-out homes or mules, about twelve 
in a fang, are seen in various parts 
of the patio, .being* driver; round in 
circles to tread in the sulphate. 
'^;On the next day six per cent, of 
common salt is added anil in two more 
days one hundred per cent of pure 
quicksilver, or as -.much as the assay 
-of tha ore show's is re<ralred. This 
mass l» then trodden up by horses for 
fifteen daya. It is. then wheeled to a 
large tank through, whteh paBaea a 
rapid 'stream of irater. This washes 
away tbe cloy, 'leaving the silver and 
quicksilver.

"Should the Arnencaa soldier in 


Francp greaclj fear contracting tui- 
erculoois at'er what his been said of 
the frequency of the disease among 
JErench soldiers and the French civil 
ian population7' is the question asked 
by Dr S Adolphus Knopf m 'The 
Journal of the Outdoor Lite," under 
the title*- "What the American Soldier 
Now Fighting la France Should Know 
About Tuberculosis.' 


Pointing out the dangers of the 


French environment he says' that even 
before the war the death, rate from 
tuberculosis in France was twice as 
high as, for example in New York 
City This he declares is due both, to 
the lack of adequate anti-tuberculosis 
work in that country and to the weight 
of French tradition which is averse to 
the use of cold water and fresh cold 
air These conditions were accentuat- 
ed by the hardships of the war Hasty 
mobilization made thorough medical 
examination ot troops impossible The 
privations and exposure of trench life 
Invasion and deportation further de- 
veloped and spread the disease 


"Fortunately for the American sol- 


dier," be go«g oa, "his early training 
in the lore of fresh air and the use 
of cold water on his body have made 
him naturally more resistant to the 
disease, and to the honor of our mili- 
tary Burgeons it most be said that the 
eianrinttlons at the recruiting office 
are most thorogh, so as to weed out 
thorn who are strongly affllicted with 
the disease in the incipient stage The 
examination is repeated after a lew 
months' training no as to make sure i 
that no tuberculous invalid is in active j 
service.' 


He admits, oowever. the grave dan- 


ger to our soldiers from _thls'disease 
ucder th« conditions of trench life To 
avoid this he points out the soldier 
should understand the nature of the 
disease and be thoroughly informed 
M to meMnrefi of .prevention
